PORT  HEALTH  AND  RIPARIAN  AUTHORITIES 


ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICERS  OF  HEALTH 

i.  Article  17(5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  Lo\don)  Regulations,  1935, 
provides  that  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall,  as  sooh*^a£  practicable  after  the 
31st  day  of  December  in  each  year,  make  an  Annual  Report  to  the  , Authority  up  to  the 
end  of  December  on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  the  sanitary  administration  and  the 
vital  statistics  of  the  District,  containing,  in  addition  to  any  other  matters  upon  which 
he  may  consider  it  desirable  to  report,  such  information  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
required  by  the  Minister. 


2.  Article  27(18)  of  the  Regulations  provides  that  the  Sanitary  Inspector  shall, 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year,  furnish  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  with  a  tabular  statement  containing  the  following  particulars 

(a)  The  number  and  nature  of  inspections  made  by  him  during  theyear  ; 

(b)  The  number  of  notices  served  during  the  year,  distinguishing  statutory 

from  informal  notices  ; 

(c)  The  result  of  the  service  of  such  notices. 

3.  The  records  of  the  Authority  should  accordingly  be  kept  in  such  form  as  to 
enable  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  prepare  his  Report  without  delay  at  the  close 
of  each  year.  The  Report  should  be  in  the  form  and  sequence  indicated  herein — 
the  lettering  of  the  tables  being  adhered  to. 


4.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  include  in  his  Report  any  comments 
which  he  may  think  desirable  (1)  under  the  several  heads  indicated  herein,  and  (2)  in 
regard  to  the  need  for  any  developments  or  extensions  which,  in  his  opinion,  are 
necessary  to  render  the  work  of  the  Authority  fully  efficient. 


5.  In  the  case  of  those  ports  which  are  approved  under  the  Aliens  Order,  1920, 
for  the  landing  of  aliens,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  report  generally  upon  the 
work  of  medical  inspection  of  aliens. 


6.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  send  to  the  Minister  three  copies  of  his 
Report  by  the  31st  March  of  the  year  following  that  to  which  the  report  relates.  The 
copies  should  be  addressed  to  The  Secretary,  Ministry  of  Health,  Whitehall,  London, 
S.W.i.  If  the  Authority  are  not  the  Council  of  a  County  Borough,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  should  also  send  a  copy  of  his  Report  to  the  County  Council  and,  where  a 
Port  Health  District  is  in  more  than  one  administrative  county,  a  copy  should  be  sent 
to  the  Council  of  each  County  concerned.
